AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Superintendent  of  Trusts,  for  the 
purposes  therein  mentioned,  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two. 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  the  sums  hereinafter 
mentioned  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Trusts,  for  the  purposes  following, 
that  is  to  say : — 

Item  1.  The  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-eight 
dollars  and  fifteen  cents,  out  of  the  income  of  the  fund 
bequeathed  by  Elizabeth  Kirkpatrick  and  John  Bleakley, 
and  the  trusts  created  by  the  First  Lodge  of  Free  Masons, 
to  apply  the  same  to  pay  the  cost  of  purchasing  and  dis- 
tributing fuel  among  the  poor,  according  to  the  directions 
of  the  devisors  and  donors  aforesaid. 

Item  2.  The  sum  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  dollars 
and  forty-nine  cents,  out  of  the  income  of  the  trusts  created 
by  acts  of  Assembly  of  March  8th,  1847,  and  March  16th, 
1848,  for  supplying  the  poor  residing  within  the  limits 
of  the  late  district  of  Spring  Garden,  as  provided  in  said 
acts,  with  fuel,  agreeably  to  the  terms  of  said  trusts. 

Item  8.  The  sum  of  five  hundred  and  ninety-five 
dollars  and  sixteen  cents,  out  of  the  income  of  the  fund 
bequeathed  by  Stephen  Girard  to  "The  Corporation  of 
the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,"  for 
the  purposes  of  purchasing  and  distributing  fuel  to  the 
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poor,  and  for  paying  the  expenses  of  distributing  such 
fuel,  in  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  two,  accord- 
ing to  the  directions  of  the  devisor. 

Item  4.  The  sum  of  nine  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars 
and  eighty-one  cents,  out  of  the  income  of  John  Scott's 
legacy  of  four  thousand  dollars,  to  wit :  To  pay  E.  S. 
Ritchie  the  sura  of  twenty  dollars,  the  Franklin  Institute 
having  reported  the  said  person  as  being  the  author  of  a 
useful  invention  within  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  said 
John  Scott.  To  pay  for  advertising  by  the  Franklin 
Institute,  the  sum  of  lift}''  dollars.  To  invest  in  City  Loan, 
the  sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars,  being  loan  paid  off  and 
unemployed  income. 

Item  5.  The  sum  of  six  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars 
and  seventy-seven  cents,  out  of  the  income  of  John  Scott's 
legacy  of  three  thousand  dollars,  to  invest  in  City  Loan 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  being  loan  paid  oft'  and 
unemployed  income. 

Item  6.  The  sum  of  one  thousand  six  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents,  out  of  the  income 
and  investment  of  principal  paid  oftj  of  Dr.  Benjamin 
Franklin's  legacy,  to  invest  in  City  Loan  the  sum  of  thir- 
teen hundred  dollars. 

Item  7.  The  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  out  of  the 
income  of  the  devise  of  Paul  Beck,  to  "Mayor,  Aldermen, 
and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,"  for  supplying  the  poor  with 
soup,  to  pay  the  same  in  two  equal  parts  to  the  Western 
Soup  Society,  and  the  Society  for  Supplying  the  Poor 
with  Soup, 

Item  8,  The  sum  of  twelve  dollars,  the  income  of  the 
devise  of  Samuel  Scotten  to  "The  Corporation  of  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,"  in  trust, 
to  distribute  bread  to  the  value  of  said  income  to  the  poor 
of  said  city,  and  the  district  of  Southwark,  agreeably  to 
the  directions  of  the  said  devisor. 

Item  9.  The  sum  of  six  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dol- 
lars, out  of  the  income  of  the  bequest  of  Stephen  Girard 
to  "The  Corporation  of  the  Public  Schools  for  the  City 
and  County  of  Philadelphia,"  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  the 
Schools  of  the  First  Section  of  the  First  School  District 
of  Pennsylvania,  to  pay  the  same  in  equal  portions  for 


the  use  of  Public  Schools  in  the  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh, 
Eighth,  Ninth,  and  Tenth  Wards,  the  said  wards  consti- 
tuting what  was  at  the  time  of  the  said  bequest  the  First 
Section  of  the  First  School  District  aforesaid. 

Item  10.  The  sum  of  five  hundred  and  seventy-five 
dollars,  to  pay  the  following  expenses,  incurred  and  to  be 
incurred  in  the  management  of,  and  visiting  the  lands  in 
Centre  County,  Pennsylvania,  bequeathed  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  in  trust,  by  Dr.  Elias  Boudinot,  as  fol- 
lows:— 

First.  Attorneys'  fees,  including  ninety-six  dollars  and 
nineteen  cents  for  Sheriff's  fees,  in  ejectment  suits,  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

Second.  Taxes  for  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars. 

Third.  Expenses  of  visiting  lands,  two  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

Item  11.  The  sum  of  four  hundred  and  twenty-five 
dollars,  out  of  the  income  of  the  Franklin  and  Scott  lega- 
cies, and  the  devise  of  Thomas  D.  Grover,  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  the  following  expenses  for  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-two  of  the  Superintendent  for  his  care  and 
management  of  the  trusts  in  his  charge,  the  sum  which 
each  of  the  said  legatees  and  devisees  is  to  contribute 
toward  the  said  appropriation,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Super- 
intendent, that  is  to  say : — 

First.  Salary  of  Superintendent  from  September  1st, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  to  December  31st,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty-two,  two  hundred  dollars. 

Second.  Printing  annual  report  in  pamphlet  form,  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Third,  Blanks  and  stationery,  fifty  dollars. 

Fourth.  Incidentals,  twenty-five  dollars. 

Item  12.  The  sum  of  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twelve  dollars  and  eleven  cents,  out  of  the  income  of  the 
estate  devised  by  Thomas  D.  Grover,  for  the  following 
annuities  charged  in,  and  expenses  incurred  and  to  be 
incurred  in  the  management  of  said  estate  for  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  namely:  — 

First.  Annuity  of  Mary  Grover,  due  March  8th,  and 
September  8th,  1862,  twelve  hundred  dollars. 


Second.  Annuity  of  Catharine  Grover,  due  January  1st, 
and  July  1st,  1862,  one  hundred  dollars. 

Third.  Annuity  of  Priscilla  Grover,  due  January  1st, 
1862,  one  hundred  dollars.

To  invest  in  City  Loan,  four  hundred  and 
fifty-seven  dollars  and  eleven  cents. 

Warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  same 
shall  be  drawn  in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Trusts.

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  the  City  Commis- 
sioners are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to 
levy  on  the  real  estate,  furniture,  horses,  cows,  and  car- 
riages, returned  by  the  assessors  as  the  assessment  made 
in  the  year  1861,  situate  or  assessed  within  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  (except  property  used  for  rural  purposes,  as 
hereinafter  provided),  a  tax  of  two  hundred  cents  in  the 
hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value  thereof,  and  upon 
every  taxable  inhabitant  of  said  City,  returned  by  the 
assessors  as  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents. 

SECTioisr  II.  The  said  tax  is  to  be  levied  for  the  year 
1S62,  as  one  city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for 
the  following  objects  for  the  same  year,  namely: — 

1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  fifteen  cents. 

2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  thirty-two  cents. 
'6.  For  lighting  the  city,  the  sum  of  fourteen  cents. 

4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt,  and 
for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  ninety-one  cents. 

5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
sixteen  cents, 

6.  For  the  expense  of  the  other  departments  of  the 
municipality,  the  sum  of  thirty-two  'cents.  And  said 
amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said 
objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance.  And  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be 
printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rates  of  taxes  voted  for  the 
objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Section  III.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "rural"  only  two-thirds  of  the  tax  rate  shall  be 
levied;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  relief  and 
employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessed 
property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the  accom- 
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modation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the 
eighteenth  section  of  the  act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Section  IV,  That  an  allowance  be  made  to  all  payers

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians of  the  Poor  be  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  to 
remove  the  copper  roof  from  the  almshouse  buildings,  in 
such  portions  as  they  may  determine  to  be  most  conve- 
nient, and  thereupon  to  sell  the  same  for  the  best  price 
or  prices  that  can  be  obtained  at  public  or  private  sale; 
and  to  pay  the  proceeds  thereof  specifically  into  the  City 
treasury,  for  the  sole  account  and  purposes  of  this  ordi- 
nance.

To  make  an  appropriation  to  aid  tlie  enlistment  of  volunteers. 

Whereas,  There  is  urgent  need  of  additional  troops  for 
the  speedy  overthrow  of  the  rebellion  which  threatens 
our  property  and  our  liberties. 

And  luhereas,  Numbers  of  patriotic  citizens  are  deterred 
from  enlisting  by  apprehensions   that  their  dependent 
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families  might  be  exposed  to  privation  during  the  interval 
between  their  entering  the  service  and  the  receipt  of 
their  pay. 

Ami  ichereas,  It  is  proper  and  right  in  the  present 
emergency  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  her  corporate 
capacity  should  come  to  the  assistance  of  her  sons,  always 
prompt  to  obey  the  call  of  duty  and  of  honor,  and  should 
promote  in  every  lawful  way  the  success  of  the  national 
cause,  in  which  she  has  so  great  a  stake;  therefore, 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  thousand  ($500,000)  dollars  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  appropriated  to  encourage  enlistments  of  volun- 
teers, to  be  expended  as  provided  hereafter;  and  the 
amount  so  expended  shall  be  reimbursed  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  a  loan  hereafter  to  be  created. 

Section  II.  That  every  resident  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia enlisting  as  a  noncommissioned  officer  or  private, 
under  the  proclamation  of  the  Governor  of  this  Common- 
wealth, dated  July  21,  1862,  having,  been  duly  mustered 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  as  follows:  every  such  recruit  enlisting  for  the 
term  of  nine  months,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars ;  and 
every  such  recruit  enlisting  for  the  term  of  one  year,  the 
sum  of  thirty  dollars;  and  every  such  resident  enlisting 
as  a  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  in  a  regiment  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  having  been  duly  mustered 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States  for  the  term  of  three 
years  or  the  war,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars.  Provided,  that  residents  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, who,  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  shall 
have  enlisted,  as  aforesaid,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
recent  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States 
calling  for  three  hundred  thousand  additional  volunteers, 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  bounties  herein  authorized  to  be 
given. 

Section  III.  To  a  volunteer  enlisting  in  a  new  organi- 
zation the  bounty  shall  be  payable  as  follows :  one-half 
when  the  company  to  which  he  belongs  shall  have  been 
filled  up  and  the  captain  thereof  mustered  into  the  service, 
and  the  remainder  when  the  regiment  to  which  such 
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company  is  attached  shall  have  been  filled  up  and  the 
commanding  officer  thereof  mustered  into  the  service; 
and  to  a  volunteer  enlisting  in  a  regiment  already  organ- 
ized and  in  active  service,  the  bounty  shall  be  payable  in 
like  manner  as  the  government  bounty  of  twenty-five 
dollars  is  payable  in  such  cases. 

Section  IV.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  ap- 
point a  commission  of  five  citizens,  whose  duty  shall  be 
to  examine  and  verify  the  claims  of  all  applicants  for  the 
bounty,  and  if  found  correct  certify  their  approval  of  the 
same  to  the  Mayor.  The  said  commission  shall  also  keep 
a  record  of  their  transactions,  and  shall  retain  copies  of 
all  vouchers,  muster  rolls,  and  other  evidences  of  claims 
presented  to  them,  in  all  cases  where  the  originals  are  of 
such  nature  that  they  cannot  be  retained.  In  the  case 
of  members  of  new  organizations  the  evidence  to  be  pre- 
sented in  behalf  of  claimants  for  the  first  instalment  of 
the  bounty  shall  be : — 

1st.  A  copy  of  the  muster  roll  of  the  company,  duly 
certified  by  the  United  States  mustering  officer. 

2d.  Proof  satisfactory  to  the  commission  that  the  ap- 
plicant is  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  And 
the  evidence  on  behalf  of  claimants  of  the  second  instal- 
ment of  the  bounty  shall  be: — 

1st.  That  the  regiment  to  which  the  company  has  been 
attached  is  complete.     And, 

2d.  That  the  claimant  is  still  a  member  of  such  com- 
pany. 

In  the  case  of  claimants  having  enlisted  in  a  regiment 
already  in  active  service  the  evidence  shall  be  as  above, 
except  that  in  place  of  the  muster  roll  may  be  presented 
the  certificate  of  the  mustering  officer  that  the  applicant 
has  been  duly  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States.  In  all  cases  not  herein  provided  for,  the  commis- 
sion may  receive  such  evidence  as  they  in  their  discretion 
may  deem  competent  and  sufficient. 

Section  V.  Upon  the  receipt  of  a  certificate  from  the 
commission  that  the  person  or  persons  named  therein  are 
entitled  to  any  of  the  amounts  hereinbefore  granted  by 
way  of  bounty,  the  Mayor  is  authorized  to  draw  warrants 
to  the  order  of  such  persons  in  such  amounts. 
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Section  VI.  Should  cases  arise  in  whicli  persons  not 
embraced  in  any  of  the  express  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, appear  to  be  equitably  entitled  to  the  benefit

of  the  original  warrants,  surveyors'  returns,  drafts,  or 
plans,  which  may  be  in  the  Surveyor  General's  office  at 
Harrisburg,  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  necessary  and 
useful  for  the  correct  transaction  of  the  business  of  the 
Department  of  Surveys;  and  shall  also  copy  such  of  the 
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plans  of  roads,  streets,  and  plots  of  any  part  of  the  City 
which  may  be  parts  of  the  records  of  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  ordinance;  and  also  such 
other  records  as  may  show  when  such  streets  and  roads 
of  the  City  were  opened,  with  their  courses  and  widths; 
and  he  sliall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  said  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  by 
the  Councils  of  the  City.  The  salary  of  said  officer  shall 
be  at  the  rate  of  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  in  full 
of  all  services  and  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  discharge 
of  this  duty,  payable  monthly. 

That  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  eighty- 
three  dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for 
the  following  purposes:  To  pay  the  salary  of  the  afore- 
said officer  for  the  year  1862,  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  thirty-three  dollars.  For  blanks,  books,  and  station- 
ery, the  sum  of  fifty  dollars.  Warrants  for  said  appro- 
priation shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances.

To  authorize  a  loan  to  aid  the  enlistment  of  volunteers. 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  on  the 
credit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  from  time  to  time,  as

pulsion of  a  military  draft,  every  duty  which  may  rest

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  every  such  resident 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  may  be  necessary  to  fill 
the  quota  to  be  provided  from  the  said  City,  if  any  defi- 
ciency in  said  quota  exist,  who  shall  enlist  and  be  duly 
mustered  into  the  military  service  of  the  United  States 
within  one  week  next  ensuing  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
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nance,  and  shall  be  accepted  as  part  of  said  quota,  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars 
($200). 

Section  II.  Upon  the  receipt  of  a  certificate  from  the

Relative  to  bridges  belonging  to  the  corporation. 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  the  following  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  preservation  and  security  of  the 
bridges  belonging  to  the  City  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
established : — 

1.  All  persons,  carriages,  and  cattle,  of  whatever  de- 
scription, shall,  in  passing  the  said  bridges,  keep  to  the 
right,  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal,  shall  be  required 
and  compelled  to  back  out  and  return  by  the  watchman 
on  duty. 

2.  No  horse  or  other  animal  shall  be  ridden  or  driven 
across  said  bridges  in  a  faster  gait  than  a  walk. 

3.  Not  more  than  twenty  horned  cattle,  horses,  or 
mules,  shall  pass  or  be  driven  across  said  bridges  at  any 
one  time;  sheep,  swine,  and  other  animals  of  inferior  size 
shall  be  driven  over  said  bridges,  so  as  not  to  obstruct 
more  than  one  track  thereof;  the  number  of  such  sheep, 
swine,  or  other  animals  passing  at  any  one  time,  shall  be 
fixed  and  determined  by  the  watchman  on  duty. 

4.  All  carriages  of  pleasure  or  burthen,  and  all  horse- 
men, shall  follow  the  horse  or  carriage  first  entering  any 
bridge,  and  no  person  shall  attempt  to  pass,  or  violently 
force  on,  a  preceding  carriage  or  horse. 

5.  No  person  shall,  by  any  riotous  or  disorderly  beha- 
viour, or  by  vociferation,  alarming  cries,  sounds,  or  by 
any  other  improper  conduct,  disturb  or  annoy  passengers, 
or  terrify  horses,  cattle,  or  other  animals  crossing  any 
bridge. 

6.  No  person  shall  cast  or  drop  any  filth,  ordure  or 
excrement,  or  other  offensive  matter  or  thing  on  any 
bridge,  or  any  part  of  the  approaches  thereto. 

7.  No  person  shall  smoke  pipes  or  segars,  or  carry  fire 
on  or  over  any  wooden  bridge,  or  discharge  or  set  off 
guns  or  other  firearms,  crackers,  squibs,  or  fireworks,  on 
or  near  the  same. 
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8.  No  shallop,  or  craft,  or  vessel  with  fire  on  board, 
shall  approach  any  bridge,  so  as  to  cause  well-founded 
apprehension  of  danger  to  the  wood-work  thereof. 

9.  No  person  shall  open  or  close  the  windows  of  any 
bridge,  without  permission ;  nor  cut,  deface,  break,  or 
injure  any  part  of  any  bridge. 

Section  II.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  violate 
any  rule  or  regulation  hereby  established,  each  and  every 
such  person  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  two  dollars 
for  each  and  every  offence  committed  against  the  provi- 
sions hereof,  to  be  recovered  as  debts  of  a  like  amount 
are  by  law  recoverable. 

Section  III.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect,  or  cause 
to  be  erected,  within  three  hundred  feet  of  any  bridge 
belonging  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  over  the  river 
Schuylkill,  any  frame  building  or  buildings. 

Section  IV.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  the  third 
section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five 
hundred  dollars,  recoverable  in  like  manner  as  penalties 
heretofore  enforced  by  ordinance  are  recoverable,  and 
shall  also  be  required  to  remove  the  said  frame  building 
within  five  days,  after  being  notified  by  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways  so  to  do,  and  if  the  same  be  not 
removed  wjthin  the  time  required,  the  person  or  persons 
so  violating  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  an  addi- 
tional penalty  of  like  amount,  and  recoverable  in  like 
manner  as  above,  for  every  day  the  said  building  shall 
continue  to  remain  after  the  said  notice.

Revision.  The  said  assessors  shall  make  a  just  and  per- 
fect list,  in  such  form  as  the  City  Commissioners  shall 
direct,  of  all  the  taxable  persons  residing  in  their  respec- 
tive wards,  and  of  all  property  taxable  and  exempt  by 
law,  with  a  just  valuation  of  the  same.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  assessors  to  mark  opposite  every  property 
used  for  agricultural  purposes  the  word  "Rural;"  they 
shall  also  require  the  assessors  of  each  ward  to  make 
out  the  alphabetical  list,  with  the  names,  occupations, 
and  residences  of  all  the  taxables  of  each  division  of  the 
ward.  And  also,  in  all  cases,  in  making  out  and  return- 
ing the  list  of  real  property,  taxable  and  exempt,  to  return 
therewith  the  dimensions  or  number  of  feet  front  and 
depth  of  each  property,  and  the  number  of  acres  where 
such  property  is  assessed  by  the  acre. 

Section  II.  That  the  said  Commissioners  shall,  imme- 
diately after  the  receipt  of  the  returns  from  the  assessors, 
in  the  years  in  which  the  triennial  assessment  is  made, 
make  out  and  publish  in  not  more  than  two  daily  news- 
papers, for  one  week,  a  statement  in  such  form  as  will 
show  the  aggregate  value  and  assessment  made  by  each 
assessor,  upon  all  property  taxable  for  city  or  county 
purposes,  and  the  said  publication  shall  contain  a  notice 
that  the  Board  of  Revision  will  meet  on  the  first  Monday 
of  September,  for  finally  determining  whether  any  of  the 

valuations  by  the  assessors  have  been  made  at  any  other 
24 
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than  fair  rates,  according  to  the  meaning  and  intention  of 
the  several  acts  of  Assembly,  and  in  said  publications  in 
particulars  not  herein  mentioned,  the  said  Commissioners 
shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  existing  acts  of  As- 
sembly. 

Section  III.  That  from  the  time  of  publishing  the  said 
returns  as  aforesaid,  until  the  day  appointed  for  deter- 
mining whether  any  valuation  of  the  assessors  have  been 
made  at  other  than  a  just  rate,  any  taxable  inhabitant 
shall  have  the  right  to  examine  the  said  returns  in  the 
Commissioners'  office. 

Section  IV.  Upon  the  day  mentioned  in  the  said  pub- 
lication for  the  meeting  of  the  said  Board  of  Revision,  the 
City  Commissioners,  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the  Keceiver 
of  Taxes,  shall  assemble  and  organize  a  Board,  of  which 
the  City  Commissioner  holding  the  oldest  certificate  of 
election,  shall  be  the  president;  the  members  of  said 
Board  shall  each  take  and  subscribe  before  the  President 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  for  the  count}'-  of 
Philadelphia,  the  oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  in  the 
tenth  section  of  the  act  of  Assembly  before  referred  to, 
and  immediately  thereafter  proceed  to  perform  all  the 
duties  imposed  upon  them  by  the  thirteenth  section  of 
the  act  of  Assembly,  passed  February  2,  1854. 

Section  V.  That  when  the  whole  of  the  valuation  of 
the  assessments  shall  have  been  revised  and  equalized 
according  to  law,  and  the  City  Commissioners  shall  make 
out  accurate  transcripts  of  the  assessments  so  revised  and 
equalized,  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  respective  asses- 
sors of  the  wards,  the  said  assessors  upon  the  receipt  of 
such  transcripts  shall  give  written  or  printed  notice  at 
least  five  days  before  the  day  of  appeal,  to  each  taxable 
inhabitant  within  their  respective  wards,  of  the  amount 
or  sum  for  which  he  stands  rated  or  assessed,  and  of  the 
time  and  place  of  appeal.  And  the  said  Commissioners 
shall  give  notice  for  one  week  in  not  more  than  two  daily 
papers,  that  the  "County  Board  of  Appeals"  will  meet  on 
the  third  Monday  of  October,  to  hear  appeals  by  tax 
payers  from  the  assessment  in  their  respective  wards. 
Providtd^  That  no  change  shall  be  made  in  the  valuation 
of  real  estate,  in  any  other  than  the  triennial  year,  except 
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in  case  of  destruction  by  fire  or  flood,  or  of  improvements 
made,  and  that  only  by  a  majority  of  the  Board.  And 
the  City  Commissioners  shall  make  the  returns  required 
by  law  to  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the  "Board  of  Revenue 
Commissioners,"  by  the  first  Wednesday  of  February  of 
the  year  when  such  Revenue  Commissioners  shall  meet 
after  all  allowances  shall  have  been  made  on  the  appeals. 

Section  VI.  That  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  for  the 
appeal,  the  said  Board  of  Appeals  shall  attend  and  hear 
all  persons  who  may  apply  for  redress,  and  grant  such 
relief  as  to  them  shall  appear  just  and  reasonable.  And 
after  the  appeals  shall  have  been  heard,  the  said  Board 
shall  proceed  to  regulate  the  assessments  according  to  the 
assessments  made,  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  Receiver 
of  Taxes,  for  the  juirpose  of  preparing  the  duplicates. 

Section  VII.  That  the  said  Commissioners,  after  the 
receipt  of  the  returns  of  the  assessors,  in  each  of  the  two 
years  after  the  triennial  assessment,  shall  cause  the  respec- 
tive assessors  to  give  notice  to  the  taxable  inhabitants,  in 
like  manner  as  before  set  forth,  as  after  the  triennial 
assessment,  but  in  cases  only  where  by  law  property  is 
assessable  for  taxation,  in  the  years  wherein  the  triennial 
assessment  is  not  made.  And  the  City  Commissioners 
shall  give  notice  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  in  section 
fifth,  that  at  the  time  therein  stated  the  "Board  of  Re- 
vision" will  attend  as  a  Board  of  Appeal,  to  hear  all 
persons  who  may  apply  for  redress,  and  grant  such  relief 
as  to  them  shall  appear  just  and  reasonable. 

Section  VIII.  That  the  assessment  and  valuation  shall, 
in  all  cases,  be  completed  by  the  said  Board  on  or  before 
the  second  ]\Ionday  of  December,  of  the  3'ear  in  which 
the  assessments  and  valuations  shall  be  made  for  the  tax 
for  the  succeeding  year. 

.  Section  IX.  That  the  said  Commissioners,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  assessors  of  the  proper  ward,  shall,  at  all 
times,  make  such  abatements  or  exonerations  for  mistakes 
in  assessments,  as  to  them  shall  appear  just  and  reason- 
able, and  shall  enter  in  a  book  or  books  to  be  kei)t  for 
that  purpose,  the  names  of  all  persons  whose  property 
shall  have  been  so  abated  or  exonerated,  together  with 
the  reason  why,  and  the  amount  and  date  when,  made.

and  furnish  a  copy  of  each  entry  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes. 
Provided^  Neither  the  said  Commissioners  nor  the  Board 
of  Revision  or  Appeal,  shall  make  any  abatement  or 
alteration  in  any  manner,  in  any  assessed  property,  except 
at  the  times  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Section  X.  That  the  said  City  Commissioners  shall 
perform  such  duties  relating  to  elections  and  election 
officers  as  the  Commissioners  of  the  county  of  Philadel- 
phia were  by  law  authorized  and  required  to  perform, 
previous  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  2d  February,  1854, 
entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  an  act,  entitled  an  act 
to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

Section  XI.  That  the  said  City  Commissioners  shall 
not  disburse  any  money,  nor  enter  into  any  contracts,  nor 
purchase  any  materials,  nor  order  any  work  done,  of  any 
description  or  kind  whatsoever,  without  special  authority 
from  Councils. 

Section  XII.  That  the  City  Commissioners  shall  draw 
no  warrants  upon  the  City  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of 
the  fees  of  jurors,  viewers,  witnesses,  or  officers  of  the 
courts,  without  a  certificate  of  the  prothonotary  or  clerk 
'of  the  court,  countersigned  by  one  of  the  judges  of  the 
court  in  which  the  duty  or  service  was  performed,  that 
the  same  is  correct  to  the  best  of  his  belief,  nor  shall  any 
warrant  be  drawn  for  jury  or  witness  fees  in  favor  of  any 
person  but  the  juror  or  witness  entitled  to  such  fees. 

Section  XIII.  That  the  said  Commissioners,  or  a  ma- 
jority thereof,  shall  annually,  and  whenever  a  vacancy 
shall  occur,  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
Select  Council,  appoint  the  following  officers,  namely:  one 
clerk,  one  messenger.  The  said  officers  shall  be  remov- 
able at  the  pleasure  of  the  said  Commissioners,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them ;  they  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  said 
Commissioners  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

Section  XIV.  That  the  annual  salaries  of  the  officers 
of  this  department  shall  be  as  follows,  payable  monthly: — 

The  City  Commissioners,  each,  one  thousand  dollars. 

The  Clerk,  eight  hundred  dollars. 

The  Messenger,  five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  XV.  That  all  warrants  for  salaries  or  com- 
pensation, which  previous  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of 
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February  2,  1854,  entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  an 
act  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia," 
were  payable  out  of  the  county  treasury,  and  are  now  by 
force  of  the  said  act  to  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury,  to 
officers  or  agents  who  are  not  superseded  by  the  said  act, 
but  continue  to  perform  duties  as  county  officers,  shall  be 
drawn  by  the  City  Commissioners. 

Section  XVI.  That  the  said  Commissioners,  in  addition 
to  the  duties  herein  imposed  upon  them,  shAll  perform 
such  others  as  Councils  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Section  XVII.  That  the  City  Commissioners,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  give  bond, 
with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  Councils, 
to  the  corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,'in  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars,  in  the  form  prescribed  by  exist- 
ing ordinances,  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  the  said  office :  and  that  no  debt  shall  be  con- 
tracted, or  warrant  drawn  against  the  City  by  said  Com- 
missioners, except  for  purposes  legally  authorized,  and  not 
to  exceed  the  appropriation  therefor  made  by  Councils. 

Section  XVIII.  That  no  books  of  assessment,  or  other 
records  shall  be  removed  from  the  office  of  the  City  Com- 
missioners, for  the  purpose  of  making  out  tax  duplicates; 
and  no  such  books  or  records  shall  be  used  or  inspected 
in  said  office,  by  others  than  those  therein  employed, 
except  in  the  presence  of  one  of  the  City  Commissioners, 
or  a  clerk  in  said  office. 

Section  XIX.  That  all  clerks  to  make  out  tax  dupli- 
cates in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  City  Commissioners,  and  approved  by  Select  Council. 
Said  clerks  shall  make  out  said  tax  duplicates,  including 
indexes,  calculations,  and  all  other  matters  necessary  to 
complete  the  same,  within  forty-five  days  from  the  time 
of  said  approval. 

Section  XX.  That  the  compensations  to  be  allowed, 
or  paid,  for  making  out  said  tax  duplicates,  including 
indexes,  calculations,  and  all  other  matters  necessary  to 
complete  the  same,  shall  not  exceed  for  the  respective 
wards,  the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned,  to  wit:  —

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Section  XXI.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City 
Commissioners  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Controller, 
a  copy  of  the  tax  duplicate  for  each  year  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance.  The  said  copy  of  the  duplicate  shall 
be  made  out  in  form  the  same  as  for  the  Department  of 
the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
Controller  to  post  against  each  item  on  said  duplicate 
the  amount  of  taxes  returned  to  him  as  received  by  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes;  and  also,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  whenever  allowances  are  made  by 
the  City  Commissioners  from  the  assessed  value  of  any 
property,  in  conformity  with  the  acts  of  Assembly,  to 
certify  to  the  City  Controller,  the  owner's  name  and 
locality  of  such  property,  and  the  amount  of  allowance, 
and  by  whom  made,  and  no  credit  shall  be  given  to  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes  for  such  allowances,  unless  such  certi- 
ficates shall  be  returned  to  the  office  of  the  said  City 
Controller.

AN  ORDINANCE 
Prescribing  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  City  Controller. 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  the  head  of  this 
department  is  the  City  Controller.  He  shall,  before  en- 
tering upon  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or 
affirmation  before  the  Mayor,  faithfully  to  discharge  the 
duties  thereof. 

Section  II.  The  City  Controller  shall  superintend  the 
fiscal  concerns  of  the  City,  and  shall  manage  the  same  in 
the  manner  required  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  the 
ordinances  and  resolutions  of  the  City  Councils. 

Section  III.  He  shall  keep  a  regular  set  of  books,  in 
which  shall  be  opened  and  kept  as  many  accounts,  under 
appropriate  titles,  as  may  be  necessary  to  show,  distinctly 
and  separately,  all  the  estate  and  property  whatsoever, 
real  and  personal,  vested  in  the  City  by  law  or  otherwise, 
all  trusts  in  the  care  of  the  same,  all  debts  due  to  and 
owing  by  the  City,  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  in 
the  various  departments  of  the  City,  and  all  appropria- 
tions made  by  the  City  Councils,  and  the  sura  expended 
under  the  same  respectively. 

Section  IV.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  and  as  often 
as  he  may  deem  necessary,  or  the  City  Councils  shall 
direct,  suggest  plans  to  Councils  for  the  improvement 
and  management  of  the  City  finances. 

Section  V.  He  shall  have  the  supervision  and  control 
of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  all  departments,  bureaux,  and 
officers  of  the  City,  who  shall  collect,  receive,  or  disburse 
the  public  moneys,  or  who  are  charged  with  the  manage- 
ment or  custody  thereof,  and  may  at  any  time  require 
from  any  or  all  of  them  an  account,  in  writing,  of  any 
and  all  moneys  or  property  of  the  City  in  their  hands  or 
under  their  control;  and  he  shall  immediately  upon  the 
discovery  of  any  default  or  delinquency  report  the  same 
to  the  City  Councils. 

Section  VI.  He  shall  countersign  all  warrants  on  the 
City  Treasurer,  and  shall  not  sufier  any  appropriation 
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made  by  the  City  Councils  to  be  overdrawn.  Every  case 
in  which  an  appropriation  shall  be  exhausted,  and  the 
object  of  which  is  not  completed,  he  shall  inainediately 
report  to  the  City  Councils,  and  accompany  such  report 
with  a  statement  of  the  moneys  which  have  been  drawn 
on  such  appropriation,  and  the  particular  purposes  for 
which  they  were  drawn.  Whenever  a  warrant  on  the 
treasury  shall  be  presented  to  him  to  be  countersigned, 
the  person  presenting  the  same  shall,  if  the  Controller 
require,  produce  evidence. 

Section  VII.  He  shall  perform  all  the  duties  now  en- 
joined on  the  County  Auditors  by  the  laws  of  this  State, 
and  shall  scrutinize,  audit,  and  settle  all  accounts  what- 
ever in  which  the  City  is  concerned,  either  as  debtor  or 
creditor,  where  provision  for  the  settlement  thereof  is 
made  by  law;  and  where  no  such  provision,  or  an  insuffi- 
cient provision,  has  been  made,  he  shall  examine  such 
accounts,  and  report  to  the  City  Councils  the  facts  relating 
thereto,  with  his  opinion  thereon. 

Section  VIII.  He  shall  make  a  report,  verified  by  oath 
or  affirmation,  to  the  City  Councils,  at  their  first  stated 
meeting  in  January,  in  each  year,  of  the  public  accounts 
of  the  City,  and  of  the  trusts  in  their  care,  exhibiting  all 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  City,  the  sources 
from  which  the  revenue  and  funds  are  derived,  and  in 
what  manner  the  same  have  been  disbursed,  each  account 
to  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  in  detail,  in  separate 
columns,  of  the  several  appropriations  made  by  Councils, 
the  amount  drawn  on  each  appropriation,  and  the  balance 
standing  to  the  debit  or  credit  of  such  appropriation. 
And  he  shall  publish  said  report  in  two  daily  newspapers, 
twice  in  each  paper,  as  required  by  the  twelfth  section  of 
the  consolidation  act  of  February  2, 1854,  and  the  expense 
of  said  publication  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  IX.  The  duties  of  the  City  Controller,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  seventh  section  of  the  supplement 
to  the  consolidation  act,  approved  April  21,  1858,  shall 
apply  and  extend  to  all  officers  and  persons,  whether 
elected  or  appointed,  who  are  required  by  law  or  ordi- 
nance to  give  bond  to  the  City  for  the  performance  of 
their  duties,  and  to  such  other  officers  and  persons  as 
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Councils  may  hereafter  by  ordinance  prescribe;  and  to 
enable  the  City  Controller  to  execute  the  duties  enjoined 
on  him  by  the  seventh  and  second  sections  of  the  said 
act  of  Assembly,  he  shall  require  all  officers  and  persons 
mentioned  or  included  within  the  provisions  of  said  act, 
or  of  this  ordinance,  to  deposit  their  books  or  vouchers 
in  his  office  for  examination.  He  shall  communicate  to 
Councils  the  result  of  each  such  examination  as  soon  as 
made,  and  whenever  a  balance  shall  be  found  due  to  the 
City  by  such  officer  or  person,  he  shall  furnish  a  copy  of 
his  report  to  the  City  Solicitor,  who  shall  proceed  thereon 
as  directed  by  the  said  seventh  section  of  the  said  act  of 
Assembly. 

Section  X.  He  shall  communicate,  in  writing,  to  the 
City  Councils,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  in 
each  year,  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures for  the  current  fiscal  year.  He  shall  have  one 
principal  clerk,  nine  assistant  clerks,  and  a  messenger,  all 
of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
Select  Council,  and  perform  such  duties  as  he  shall  assign 
them.  The  clerks  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed,  in  like 
manner  as  the  Controller,  to  discharge  their  duties  faith- 
fully. 

Section  XT.  The  salaries  of  the  officers  in  this  depart- 
ment shall  be  as  follows,  payable  monthly: — 

Controller,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.

Section  I.  The  Selejst  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  the  Mayor  of  Phila- 
delphia, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  1863,  shall 
appoint  one  person ;  the  Board  of  Health,  at  a  stated  meet- 
ing in  the  month  of  December,  shall  choose  three  of  their 
own  members;  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  at  a  stated 
meeting  in  December,  shall  choose  two  of  their  own  mem- 
bers; the  Inspectors  of  the  County  Prison,  at  a  stated 
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meeting  in  December,  shall  choose  two  of  their  own  mem- 
bers—  who,  with  the  Presidents  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
Guardians  of  the  Poor,  and  Prison  Inspectors,  shall  con- 
stitute a  Commission  for  the  erection  of  the  Municipal 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  II.  The  said  Commissioners  shall,  on  the 
second  Monday  of  January,  1863,  meet  in  the  chamber 
of  the  Select  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  shall 
organize  by  the  election  of  one  of  their  own  members  as 
President,  and  one  of  their  own  members  as  Secretary, 
and  shall  immediately  thereafter  (with  the  exception  of 
the  Presidents  who  ex-officio  are  made  Commissioners) 
draw  by  lot  from  a  list  prepared  by  the  Secretary,  whe- 
ther their  terms  shall  be  for  one,  two,  or  three  years,  from 
the  first  Monday  of  January,  1863,  and  thereafter  until 
the  completion  of  said  Hospital.  At  the  expiration  of 
said  terms  the  said  Commissioners  shall  be  chosen  as 
aforesaid,  by  the  respective  Boards,  or  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  for  the  term  of  three  years.  In  case  of  a  vacancy, 
the  remaining  Commissioners  shall  choose  a  person  to 
fi.ll  the  same  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Section  III.  The  said  Commissioners  shall,  immedi- 
ately after  their  organization,  negotiate  on  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  for  a  suitable  piece  of  ground,  on 
which  shall  be  erected  a  building  to  be  used  for  hospital 
purposes,  and  which  shall  be  named  "The  Municipal 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  and  may  purchase 
the  same,  provided  the  cost  of  said  lot  shall  not  exceed 
ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000);  and  the  Mayor  is  hereby 
authorized  to  affix  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia to  any  deed  or  deeds  which  shall  be  required,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor,  to  perfect  the  title  of 
the  City  to  said  lot. 

Section  IV.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  advertise 
for  plans  for  the  construction  of  said  building,  and  shall, 
within  six  months  after  such  advertisement,  adopt  one 
plan  as  a  whole,  or  separate  plans  for  separate  portions 
of  said  building;  and  when  such  plan  or  plans  shall  have 
been  ado|)ted,  said  Commissioners  may,  if  they  deem  it 
proper  for  the  public  welfare,  employ  the  architect  or 
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architects  whose  plan  or  plans  shall  have  been  adopted, 
to  supervise  and  superintend  the  construction  of  said 
building.

Provided,  the  City  shall  be  at  no  expense  for 
grading  or  intersections;  and  that  the  contractor  shall 
advertise  the  names  of  property  owners  three  times  in 
one  newspaper,  before  getting  the  contract.  Provided, 
that  water  pipe  shall  be  laid  in  said  street  before  the 
paving  is  begun.
